Trying to find places for twenty-two
football players out of the several
hundred schoolboys who play the gridIronsame In Greater New York on Tub
New York Herald's all-scholastlo first
and second teams presents moro than
the usual number of difficulties attendantto the selections. The school teams,
generally, were more closely grouped In
strength this year than ever before and
at the same time It Is found that the
players are pretty evenly matched.

Only a few of the boys stood out
prominently for the entire season, due,
perhaps, to the fact that a number of
teams, principally Erasmus Hall. Poly
I'rep and L>e Witt Clinton, which furnishedthe majority of the stars a
year ago, started this past campaign
with Inexperienced material. In spite
of that, several boys who reported for
their school elevens for the first t!
exhibited natural ability atul with i;

couching achieved all-scholastic honors
Among them wercr Johnny Hvr- n.
Jack Lord and Jonah Gold an, all of
Erasmus Hall; Dave Zahn
cant and Myron Ruckstull of y Prep.

Six schools are represent! on the
flrst team: Stuyvesant, with three;
Fordham Prep, Erasmus Hall and
Brooklyn Prep, each with two; Poly
Prep and High School of Commerce,
each with one. Nine schools have furnishedrepresentatives for the second
team; Manual Training and St. John's
Prep, with two, and H. S. of Commerce,
Fordham Prep, Erasmus Hall, BrooklynPrep, Commercial, Flushing, New
Utrecht, each with one.

Scoring Power Counts.

Whether the defensive of most teams
was extraordinarily strong or the offensivecomparatively weaker, the fact
remains that there were no scoring
machines In the city capable of piling
up uuiniiianutiib iuwiih.

selected by The New York Herald
seems capable of rapid scoring, and was
put together for that purpose as well
us for Its defensive strength.
Besides proving quick wltted and possessinga football sense. Ken Whalen.

Stuyvesant, quarterback, shone as a

carrier. He was good at skirting the
ends, a fine runner through any sort
of a field, a capable punter and forwardpasser. "Bookie" Bach, the Flushingfield general, might have gained the
berth on the first team If ho had retainedhis form of a year ago, but he
was handicapped with a bad ankle and
other Injuries, an® failed to come up to
AVhalen's standard. However, he was a
good Jump ahead of the other field generals,the best of whom Included "Effie"
fiehnes of New Utrecht, who is followingin the footsteps of his brother Dave,
New York University captain, Frenchy
Hanf, Erasmus quarter, "Puggy" Smith
of Poly Prep and Charlie L.auer of
Manual Training.
Jim Hurlbert and Phil Wels, both

Fordham triple threats, stand out.above
all of the backs. Both were linemen
a year ago, center and tackle, respectively,and were developed by Coach
Jim McCarthy to their present high
ranking. Wels could do more damage
to an opposing line than any other back.
Hurlbert's specialty was brilliant runningoff tackle and around the ends.

- Boldcn. as well as Hurlbert and AVeis.
could run, kick and pass with equal
facility.
The real class In the forward line

Is in the tackles. Waterman and Kaplan
are as good as any that have been
graduated from the scholastic ranks In
past years. They are powerful on offenseand de'ense. Many of Stuyvenant'sbiggest gains were made through
an opening formed by Kaplan. Watermanand Kaplan had a specialty of
breaking through and either blocking
or hurrying opposing kickers. They
stand out head and shoulders above the
others. Julie Alkoff of Commerce and
Wes Warren of Manual were next best.

Boynton and Pnrey Ends.

Johnny Boynton and Ralph Furey,
Brooklyn Prep captain, are chosen as
the best of the ends. Boynton is a
natural athlete, and though this was
his first year of football, he stands out
among the wlngmen. He was particularly
brilliant In the game with Manual Trainingat Ebbcts Field. He also punted for
Erasmus, and his ability to snare forwardpasses, Apparently beyond reach,
was exceptional. Furey was consistent
and dependable, especially noteworthy'
on the defensive.
George Fanning of Fordham Prep was

almost the equal of Furey and Boynton.
but there are only two positions on tho
Tirst team. waiomonic of Commercial
was also a fine end. He waa shifted
later to the backfleld by Coach Bove.
Kostelnlk of Stuyvesant and Drum of
New Utrecht were also good.
Bill Adler of Stuyvesant In the middle

of the line was an easy choice for center.Almost mechanically perfect in
passing, (rood defensive performer, and
n keen ability to diagnose the opponent's
plays were his attainments. Also ruggedness.He played through two seasonswithout giving way for a single
minute to a substitute* MeBrlde of New'
Utrecht was beat of his rivals. Bob McLeanof IOrander Chllds la worthy of
mention.
Jack I<ord and Tom Trendergast

earned the choice for guard positions.
The guards did not stand out as did the
tackles this year. The consensus of
opinion is that these two powerful lads
would fit In admirably with the other
stars. McDonald of Manual and Gallagherof St. John's held down their
positions capably. Gallagher performed
at tacklo for the major pnrt of the season,but Is deserving of all scholastic
mention.
The second team backfleld Is only a

little behind the other, but there was
more competition for places.

Hobby Saunders of St. John's was In
most powerful line smasher. He scored
eight touchdowns, and every one of
them was earned after steady plunging,
launders was rarely hurt, though he hit
the line with titter abandon. Artie
itf'Connnr of Brooklyn l'rep starred In
every game, especially sgalnst St. John's
l'rep and Manual Training.
Jonah Goldman completes the fourth

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NOTRE DAMn TEAMS
Miller Family Has Starred for

Hoosiers at Football
Since 1008.

Notre Dame, Ind., Dec. 11..What the

Three Graces of Mythology are to Art,
the five Miller brothers of Notre Dame
tire to football history. It is not
unusual for five brothers to bo football
players, but for five boys to b«rfootball
stars, all at one university besides being
excellent students, is a distinction alone
possessed by the Miller brothers. The
five lads, who have so beautifully Inscribedthe already golden pafes of
Notre Dame's football lore, are Kerry
(Red). Raymond, Walter, Gerald and
Donald, mentioned In the order of their
ages.

Harry, now known M the persistent
lover In J. P. McAvoy's "Potters," was
the first of the Miller family to don
Notre Dame's shoulder pads and becamethe hero In many a leather tossing
scrimmage. The fact that he 1h still an
idol, If a mythical one. Is an Interestingtale. When J. P. McAvoy was
an unsophisticated freshman at Notre
Dame Red Miller was the object of
many an ardent sigh of envy, and when
years later McAvoy began his "Potters"
be chose Red as his hero and seeker afterMamie's hand. Although playing
center in three games, Harry's football
ability showed to best advantage In tho
backfleld, developing In short while into
a football wonder. Captain of the Notre
Dame team one year, he was largely instrumentalIn the wrecking of Yost's
great football machines That was in
1909.

A Red Headed Hero.
Many stars trod the turf in those

days, among them Allerdlce and Benbrooltfor Michigan and Dlmmick.
Dolaq and Matthews for Notre Dame,
but Red stood head and shoulders above
all the rest. Many groans of despair or
bursts of applause were heard as

Harry's redhead shot through the line
or streaked across the chalk marks for
long end runs. For three years Harry
played In every game. In 1910 he was

graduated and la now a prominent attorneyIn Cleveland, Ohio. We grieve to
disillusion the feminine admirers of McAvoy's"Red Miller," but Red is married
and his wife's name is not Mamie. He
Is the father of two sons, one 3 years
old, the other a little less than three
months. The older Is reported to be an

open field runner of merit, while the
younger Is rumored to he very clever
In the composition of original college
yells.

Itav Miller entered Notre Dame
shortly after Harry's graduation, playingend on tho varsity, making a reputationfor himself as a sure tackier and
an exceptional defensive man. Kay was

graduated In 1914, and became Adjutant
of the 135th Machine Oun Kattallon and
Captain of Company C In that unit. A
little later the Kev. Matthew Walsh,
C. 8. C. vice-president of Notre Dame,
enlisted as chaplain and was commissionedFirst Lieutenant In the battalionof which Miller was Adjutant.
Thus former student became superior
officer of former vice-president.
Next to enter Notre Dame was Walter,who became one of the outstanding

stars In tho scoreless games between
Wisconsin and Notre Dame In 1917 and
a'so In tho Army-Notre Dame game 9t
that year. The mighty Oliphant after
three years at Purduo had been playing
whirlwind football for the Army throughoutthe early season. Critics picked
him as the one man who could stop
Notre Dame that year, but the fierce
tackling and blocking of Walter Miller
slowed up the Army Idol and caused him
to fumble at a critical period of the
game. Notro Dame'# victory on that
day was almost entirely duo to tho wonderfulplaying of fullback Miller.

A "Triple Threat" Man.
Gerald and Donald entering Notro

Dame last year easily earned a place In
the backfleld of the freshman team.
Gerald Is the older of the two and Is a
renl Miller on the gridiron, possessing the
triple talents to a marked degree. "Don,"
however, having the advantage of weight
was chosen by Coach Rockne In prefer-
enco to "Jerry" as the varsity's right
halfhack for this year. The followers of
Notro Dame have already heard much
of Ills lon-r end runs In the I'urdue, the
Georgia Tech and the Indiana game.
The Miller brothers have several commoncharacteristics: ability to play football,Hn earnestness for soliolaxtlc attainments,good looks and a nature modest i

and unassuming. Notre Dame points to 1
many football achievements with pride, i

For a greneratlon the golfers on this
side of the water followed In the footstepsof those In Britain. Changes were

made from time to time In dress, in
tourney methods, In club details. In
championship formulas and the like,
with America the copyist. Now we see

a change. Some time ago, a matter of
several years In fact, the U. S. O. A.
undertook the difficult task of making
a national handicap list and only those
who were found cnpable enough were

permitted to be on that list and play In
the national amateur event

^jrt the method was soon discarded
because It was not only too cumbersome
but was more a matter of opinion on

relative merit/than actual proof of the
year's growth or diminishing power In
golf. The country was too large for
everybody to be rated and so the seetlonalIdea grew Into being. Tt has
worlmd out well, and with a further reductionIn the handicap rate for eligibility.will prove the saving of the
championship In the matter of amall
fields.
The plus system has been In use la

Great Britain for many a day. and there
are few golfers of the older school who
ever dreamed that It would be done
away with. The par of the various
courses was never nasen upon a yarnagescore and as a result any one who
went round the course In 79 was supposedto be a scratch player. Then the
stars who went below that figure were
called plus men.
With the lowering of par on the variouscourses through a livening of the

hall there was reached the same general
standard, with the result that plus men
were as numerous as scratch men at
local clubs are here. Only plus men
were permitted to enter the amateur
championship a few yea'fs ago.

nig Field at PrmrtwMk.
I>at«r, with a revulsion of feeling towardgolfers who were handicapped as

high as plus seven and whose play was
no better than our one or two handicap
men, there was a violent revision downwardand clubs were called on to hava
no men on the list who were more than
plus three. But at Prestwlck last year
Ljiero were Just as many as ever, well
over 2f!0, popping around for the amateurchampionship event. Something
had to he done, and now the powers that
h« have copied the system which the
tT. R. (1. A. started and discarded, the
national handicapping Idea.
The amateur champion. TToldomess,

will be rated at scratch and there will be
no plus men. With him will bo put
Tolley and Wetherod, and the other
members of the International team will
he rated all the way from one to two.
These In the Isles who do not have
a rating which Is as low as our eligibilityrule, namely, 4, will he eligible
for the amateur championship nt Deal
the coming May. By the way. the amateurChampionship will he played the
week beginning May 3, somewhat earlier
then heretofore.

It will be very Interesting t« note the
effect of this system. Undoubtedly It
will hrlng about a greater uniformity
than has ever been present In Britain.
There are few sectional organisations
such ns the Metropolitan or Massachusetts,for example, and clubs themselves
Will have to mako a plea for their respectivestars.

Will Have to Make Xsme.
The younger element will have to

nake a name In local tourneys before
being given a rating, and while this
sill keep a few possible chances out
}f the lists It cannot he helped. But tha
ilub'a handicapping will be aided won*.

If John Jones at Seaforth Is the
scratch player of his club and he la
rated at 4 on the national handicapping
list then the members who have been
rated at 1 to 4 after this chap will be
lifted to their proper place and be
handicapped at five to eight. This Is
one other wny In which standardization
and uniformity are working out on both
sides of the wafer. And Instead of havinga great many players In the cluba
satisfied If they beat the scratch score
of the course, which seldom Is below
78, there will be testing strength of par
such as we have In America, wlfh a
consequent raising of the standard ol
play.
The expenses of the British team have

Not so long ago there were few golf
courses which created such wide discussionas that of the Engineers Country
Club at Roslyn, L. I. Due to certain
topographical eccentricities and several
freakish features of design the Engineerslinks was one about which a

perfect storm of debate raged at times.
Never more so than about the time of
the national amateur championship two
years ago. Then Unksmen became
rather outspoken, Influenced at times
probably by tho result of their own In-
dividual showing In that fixture, but

Ing the contest for the title wherewith y
to confound those who opposed them In
debate. I

Golfers who have not seen the course

since the championship still retain vivid J
recollections of "perfect approaches"
that kicked off the mark and putts that
would have gone down on almost any
other course, but which came to rest
at varying distances from the cup and
sometimes after startllngly long rolls
off the mark. So at least It was often <
remarked. '

Thero was that peculiar first hole,
where a shot on the pin sometimes
found the hunker: that odd seventh,
where the green kicked up at the least
excuse; the eighth, where another peculiarlyfashioned green had to be dealt
with kindly to get the best results; the
dog legged ninth, where a player might
kill another on the tenth green were he
the least little bit careless.
The tenth was another hole about

which much was said and written.
Then came the eleventh, a gem of a
hole In every way. Approaching the
twelfth one had to exercise caution,
and even more so at the next, where a
hook on the second shot would Inevitablyland the performer away down
the hill.

Two or Twenty Hole,
But when It came to criticism everythingelse was mild compared to what

broke loose when the celebrated fourteenthhole wan brought to the forefront.Suspended in mid air like a
crow's neist this fourteenth at the Engineersstands alone. There Is everythingto support the statement that the
scores made on that dinky little hole
also stand alone. No short hole on the
continent has broken so many hearts as
this.
Jutting out on the end of the hill the

green simply had to bo held. Short or
too strong the player was out of luck,
usually very much out. Thts fourteenth
at the Engineers often has been made
In 2. On the other hand it has been
known to exact a toll far higher than
the hardest hole on the National Links
or at Lido. Its manners were so eccentricthat soon It had earned for Itselfthe title "Two or Twenty."
When the player left the fourteenth

at the Engineers he was by no means
through with his round or the peculiaritiesof this remarkable course. The

as a mule. After that the player faced
the sixteenth, where trouble attain
awaited unless care was exercised in
the drive and approach. Many courses
that have been called exacting were
not nearly so difficult to score over as
the Engineers. Even the home hole was
in some respects a gruelling one.
Bu* since the (lays of the national

championship many changes have been
effected on the Engineer* links. I'lay- (
ers who have not been down at Roslyn
since that memorable meeting might be
surprised to see what actually has been
accomplished there. For the great ma-
Jorlty of the features that the playerscalled tricky might be eliminated or at
least so toned down as to remove the
element of luck from the game.
From time to time have come rumors

that »the fourteenth was to be erased
entirely from the layout. The fourteenthstill stands and the chances are
that it will be there as long as there
is an Engineers links. However, improvementsof a decided nature have ,

been effected there recently, enabling
the player to face this hitherto amazing
hole with less of trepidation than formerly.

RUTGERS ADMITTED
TO LACROSSE BODY

Scarlet and Penn State Enter
Intercollegiate Leagno as AssociationMembers.

Though barred from full membership
n the United States Intercollegiate LairoasoLeague for the season of 1923
it the annual convention of the league
leld yesterday afternoon at the Hotel
Pennsylvania, Penn State and Rutgers
vere unanimously elected to associate
nembership, a provision made especially
or the two colleges by an amendment
o the by-laws of the league.
Penn State and Rutgers will not be

eligible to compete for the sectional and
ntersectlonal championships of the
eaguo but will be included In the league
schedule.
The decision to withhold full membcrihipfrom both colleges was not due to

he standing of the teams at either Rutfersor Penn State but to the dlsclinalonof the southern and northern
lections to extend the sectional league
tames by adding another member to
dther division
The geographical location of Penn

?fate was the principal objection raised
>y the delegates to Its admission. Both
he graduate and undergraduUi delegatespresent held that their teams could
lot stand the expense or spare the time
'or playing games at Penn State. With
he bar thus raised the' delegates voted
o admit the college on an associate
nembership. the hope being that in the
lear future another section of the league
sou Id be created that would permit
Penn State to acquire full membership.
Rutgers, which had applied for mem-

bershlp in the southern section, had
the support of all except Johns Hopkins.The latter opposed Rutgers' admissionon the ground that Princeton,
which has a lacrosse team, would later
foln the league, and with Rutgers in
the southern section there would le
no place for Princeton, which would
do more acceptable to tne southern
members.
The northern section was not opposed

to the admission of Rutgers. but tha
discussion of the probable admission
>t Princeton at a later date brought
from the Vale and Harvard delegates
the opinion that they would oppose
the admission of Princeton In other
than the northern section. Harvard
and Yale delegates said that the Big'.
Three" should play together in lacrosseas in football. This led to a
protest from the small colleges In the
southern section, who announced that
they would oppose any "Big Three"
apmbinatlon In lacrosse.
